Yeasts, and 
published 1930, has been inestimablo value 
mycology. 

Dr. bacteriology was not merely narrow practical 
medicine and industry, but rather broad biological affording 
This philosophy dominated his thinking and led him into now fields 
research. For the past yoars, spont his summer vacations studying fresh- 
water bacteria the lakes Wisconsin and Minnesota, and while Ames 
Dr. Henrici bolieved that bacteriology should taught from 


thé viewpoint. His text, "The Biology has wide 
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combined with his natural gifts made him one the great teachers 
bacteriology his time. 
Dr. Henrici found relaxation photography, etching, and painting. devoted 
himself his hobbies with the same enthusiasm and thoroughness which characterized 
his scientific work. each these skills, developed professional perfection. 
The illustrations and drawings used his publications were, with few 


his own work, wore the etchings which were frequently sent his 
Christmas greetings. 


Henrici was associate editor the Journal Bacteriology. 1939 
served president the Socicty. The loss his counsel and will 
deeply felt all members the Society. his colleaguos and students, the 
breach loft his death can never filled.
